EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Brancolini on June 10, 2009. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 8, 24, 27, 34-35, 38-40, 43 and 46 drawn to non-elected 
inventions/species have been cancelled. 

3. In the abstract, last line, the expression "is also described" has been changed ~ 
is also provided -. Note that such change is necessary because phrases that can be 
implied should be avoided. 

4. As discussed with Mr. Brancolini, the cancellation of claims 34-35, 38-40, 43 and 
46, drawn to the non-elected inventions/species, were necessary for processing 
allowance of the instant application. Regarding other withdrawn claims that depended 
from allowable claims, such other withdrawn claims had been considered for allowance 
along with the allowable claims, except for the withdrawn claims 8, 24 and 27, which 
appeared to be in conflict with the allowable claims if they were cancelled; therefore, the 
examiner also suggested to Mr. Brancolini the cancellation of claims 8, 24, 27 along 
with claims 34-35, 38-40, 43 and 46. In response, Mr. Brancolini accepted the 
proposed cancellation of withdrawn claims 8, 24, 27, 34-35, 38-40, 43 and 46.
